March 27.—The International Committee of Mexico City, composed of duly 
elected representatives of the seventeen foreign colonies and counseled by the diplomatic corps, 
requested the Los Angeles Times to give to the world the story of the siege and more recent out- 
rages against foreigners in the Mexican capital. | 

The Times correspondent in Mexico was asked if he would undertake the mission of bringing 
to the United States the affidavits of foreigners who had suffered at the hands of Mexicans and the 
official committee photographs that picture the extent to which outrages are being perpetrated. 

The mission was accomplished after a ten-day passage by horse, handcar, train and other con 
veyance through the lines of the Zapatista, Carranzista, Villista, Gutierrezista, Elisondista, Sanchezista 
and Colinista forces and wandering bandit gangs, via Toluca, Maravitio, Acambaro, Celaya and Aguas 
calientes to the north. Mexico City was isolated. | 

Prevailing opinion in Mexico City was that the trip could not be accomplished. At the last in- 
ute the Brazilian Minister insisted on abandonment of the plan. General fear was based, not on the 
possibility of public execution in case of discovery of the documents, but on the possibility of such die-

it the enemy doesn’t make a 
“concerted move” first. These fig- 
wres are frankly guesswork. Perhaps 
no man in England but Lord Kitch- 
ener knows the exact truth; certain- 
ly the men who know the truth may 
be counted on one's fingers. But these 
figures are based on guesses made by 
men who do know the truth concern- 
ing the strength of certain parts of 
the new armies and 25 per cent. is 
more than need be allowed as a pos- 
sible margin of error. 

BRITONS NOW THERE. 

There are approximately 1,900,000 
British now under arms in Belgium, 
France and England. These figures 
include men in uniform, whether they 
went to Mons in August or enlisted 
last week. The common report that 
the 2,000,000 mark which Kitchener 
is supposed to have set the recruit- 
ing authorities as the minimum de- 
mand for the present campaign has 
been passed is probably a little pre- 
mature, but recruiting is proceeding 
at a rapid pace now. Many men who 
hesitated to enlist in the cold weather 
are now flocking’ to the colors for the 
triumphal campaign which the press 
has made them think will bring the 
Kaiser to his knees by early summer, 
or by fall at the latest. 

The number of men who will see 
service at the front this spring and 
summer has yet to be reckoned. One 
of the many points upon which Kitch- 
ener is adamant is that no half- 
baked troops, and above all, no half- 
baked officers, shail be put in the 
fighting line. At least five months of 
training has been the rule, and then 
the men when moved across the chan- 
nel have been marched about a bit 
and moved up to the front by easy 
stages. Very few troops which have 
not been under arms at least six 
months are at the front now, exclud- 
ing, of course. the territorials and 
others who while not in the regular 
army have had military training pre- 
vious to this war. Hundreds of 
thousands of troops which have been 
in the service fivé months are occu- 
pying the reserve centers. The Brit- 
ish and French armies, in strong con- 
trast to the Germans, believe in strong 
reserve bodies. 

ON THE FRONT.

The last reserves Germany 
can put in the field, 800,000 fresh 
men, he thinks will appear at the 
front at the end of April or the be- 
sinning of May. and he allows 600. 
000 as the maximum number of new 
men Austria can provide. Turkey, he 
says, is an incalculable factor. Rus- 
sian has plenty more men th draw 
upon, but is handicapped by lack of 
equipment. 


AS TO THE FRENCH. 


The French army. Uke the British, 
Belloc, in his censored articles, can- 
not deal with too closely. The best 
estimate I have been able to obtain 
for the French ts a maximum of effec- 
tives of 2,700,000 men by April 20, in- 
cluding the new levies which have 
been in training in the south this win- 
ter. How many men France can put 
in the field depends on how quickly 
her lamentable deficiency in equip- 


from Great Britain and America. 
Perhaps 50,000 Belgians are in the 
field at present. If 2,700,000 French 
and 1,200,000 British are available by 
the end of April, the combined effec- 
tive force of the western allies will 
fall a little short of 4,000,000. Unless 
the Germans take the line of Vistula 
in the east and can move troops to 
the west front, not more than sixty 
or sixty-five of the 100 corps which 
the Germans, in round numbers, will 
have on both fronts by April 20, can 
be used against this crushing force of 
French and British. This calculation, 
that they will have 4,000,000 men 
against ‘not more than 2,500,000 Ger- 
mans, accounts for the present opti- 
mism among FEnglishmen. Military 
critics like Col. Repington of the 
Times and Hilaire Belloc hint to their 
readers that for an offensive against 
such positions as the Germans hold 
a very crushing stperiority in heavy 
artillery and a numerical superiority 
of perhaps two to one will be needed,

The searchlight is larger and more 
powerful even than those used by bat- 
tléships.

According to Lieut. Stanger, as early 
as December the rations of the de- 
fenders grew scarce and the allotments 
were cut down. They virtually gave 
out March 18. Bread had long since 
been unknown, horse meat and rice 
lasted the longest. ' 

The condition of the defenders was 
in every way precarious. Two hun- 
dred died each day during the last few 
days of the siege, and there were no 
fewer than 28,000 men in hospitals. 
It was consequently decided March 18 
to make a final attempt to break 
through the Russian line. The Hon- 
veds and some older troops sallied out 
on this last expedition, singing, but 
the flesh was weaker than the spirit. 
It took them seven hours to march 
seven kilometers (four miles.) and 
many exhausted men were left 
the way. 

FORCED TO RETREAT. 


The expedition fought bravely, but 
it was forced to retreat at 10 o'clock 
in the morning. It had to return a 
distance of fourteen kilometers (eight 
miles) before it reached the protec- 
tion of the forts. Nevertheless the 
Honveds came back singing as they 
had gone out. 

The Russians, who saw from the 
condition of the captives made by 
them how despérate was the 
of the garriso 
ment the night of March 20, only a 
few hours after the exhausted mem- 
bers of the expeditionary force had 
returned to the forts. The command- 
ant decided that the fortress must be 
held until 6 o’clock in the morning of 
March 22. Preparations were made 
to destroy the fortificationa and the 
artillery. The infantry regiments were 
withdrawn from their positions and 
the civilian population of Przemysl 
was assembled outisde the zone of 
danger. Then the work of destruc- 
tion began. The method wes this: 
A motor howitzer was loaded as usual 
and then the gun was filled with sand. 
It was then fired, with the result that 
the explosive force, thrown back ‘nto 
the gun, wrecked it and its immediate 
surroundings. 

Five Russian of] ors and 2000 sol- 
diers, prisoners of war, were in the 
fortress when it fell. 

An Austrian officer was posted on 
the ruins of each fort and provided 
with a white flag. He was instructed 
to make this announcement to the 

ussians: 
. — Excellency cannot hold the 
fort any longer on account of the 
lack of provisions and he leaves every- 
thing to the chivalry of the enemy.

CHECK GERMAN ATTACK. 

The enemy, who had at his disposal 
a considerable quantity of heavy ar- 
tillery, directed his effort at first upon 
the coast and country to the north of 
Dixmude. His objective was manifest- 
ly the capture of Dunkirk, then of 
Calais and Bouglogne, and this objec- 
tive he pursued until November 1. 

On October 25 the Belgians along 
the railway lines from Nieuport to 
Dizmude were strengtiiened by 
French division. Dixmude was d- 
cupied by our marines. On the 29th 
the inundations effected between the 
canal and the railway line spread 
along our front. On the 30th We re- 
captured Ramscapelie, the only point 
on the railway which the Belgians had 
lost. On the first and second of Novem- 
the enemy bombarded Furnes, but de- 
gan to show signs of Weariness. On 
the second, he evacuated the ground 
between the Feser and the railway, 
abandontng cannon, dead and wound- 
ed.

GERMAN DEFEAT AT YPRES. 


The enemy had now begun an at- 
tack more important than its prede- 
eessor, in view of the numbers en- 
gaged in it.

Between October 30 
and November 6 Ypres was several 
times in danger. The British lost 
Zandvorde, Ghelluvelt, Messines and 
Wrtechaete. The front of the allies, 
thus contracted, was all the more dif- 
ficult to defend, but defended it was, 


without a recoil. 
The arrival of three French divi- 


sions in our line enabled us to resume, 


from the 4th to the &th, a vigorous 
offensive. On the 10th and the 1lith

On the day of the murder Rade- 
maker called at a ranch house in 
the Perris Valley where his wife had 
secured Ymployment as a domestic, 
and faili to induce her to return 
i with him to Los Angeles with her two 
children, shot her dead. 

After being placed under arrest he 
secured an attorney and entered a 
plea of not gullty. He later changed 
the plea to murder in the second de- 
gree, receiving a maximum sentence. 
After hearing testimony covering a 
period of fifty-one and a-half days in 
the suit of Robert N. Bridson against 
the Riverside Portland Cement Com- 
pany for a permanent injunction on 
the ground of damages from cement 
dust, Judge Densmore has the case 
under advisement. 

The suit has been dragging its 
length through the Superior Court 
since November 9, and has engaged 
the services of the city’s ablest law- 
yers. An opinion is not expected for 
several weeks. 

Joy Lunn Murphy of Ottawa, known 
as one of Canada’s “grand old men,” 
is dead here at the age of 79. He had 
spent his winters in this city for 
twenty-five years, and was the owner 
of a twenty-five-acre orange grove on 
Monroe street, as well as other prop- 
erty within the city limits. 

Murphy was one of the pioneers in 
the lumber business on the upper 
Ottawa river, developing a large busi- 
nes and becoming the owner and 
manager of a line of steamships, now 
owned and operated by the Ottawa 
Improvement Company.

Injunction Suit Hearing 


Goes on Tomorrow.

“Subterfuge” is a Charge of 


Petitioner. 


Will the cost of dredging channels 
‘in the new Fish Harbor and filling the 
forty-acre area back of the bulkhead 
there, and dredging in the inner har- 
bor channel leading to the turning 
basin, with the dredgings therefrom 
pumped 7000 feet to the area to be 
greater than to carry on 
each of these inner and outer harbor 
improvement units separately? 

This is the gist of the inquiry upon 
which, apparently, will hinge the ac- 
tion of the Superior Court on the pe- 
tion of former Senator W. H, Savage 
for a permanent injunction, restrain- 
ing the Harbor Commission from sign- 
ing the contract for the joint work. 
The case was before Judge Works 
yesterday, having been advanced be- 
cause of the extensive interests in- 
volved on the part of the city and the 
general fishing industries of this pert. 


DEMURRER OVERRULED. 


Arguments on the demurrer filed by 
City Attorney Stephens occupied much 
The demurrer was 
overruled, and shortly before neon 
taking of testimony commenced. 

In the argument on the demurrer 
the €ity Attorney argued that none 
of the proceedings of the Harbor Com- 
mission, as shown b) its official min- 
utes, indicate any act on the part of 
sustain the contentions 
of the petitioner, but that there was 
simply a presumption that the board 
was going to do somehing wrong. 
The petition alleged that the provi- 
sions for the joint work on the nner 
and outer harbor improvements was 
“a mere subterfuge for the purpose cf 
defeating the will of the electors,” 
who had voted specific amounts of 
bonds for the improvement of each of 
these harbors, and that the plan was 
to secure improvement of the 
harbor at the expense of the outer 
harbor bond fund. 

The entire minutes of the Harbor 
Commission pertaining to the subject 
were read in court yesterday. These 
set forth the various steps taken by 
the board and its engineers looking to 
the accomplishment of the joint work, 
receipt of a letter from former 
Senator Savage, protesting against the 
use of outer harbor bond money on 
inner harbor work, if such was the 
intention of the board, and its order 
that a reply be sent to him, stating 
that the charges for the work would 
be made to the proper bond fund. 


WOULD PREVENT CONTRACT. 


The Harbor Commission on March 
17 voted to award to 8. G. Hindes the 
contract for the joint work, at 10.46 
cents per cubic yard. It was to pre- 
vent the signing of the contract on the 
part of the city that former Senator 
Savage filed his petition for a perma- 
nent injunction.

Factions in San Pedro have main- 
tained that the Harbor Commission 
has been mote active in advancing in- 
ner harbor improvements than those 
for the outer harbor. The charge of 
“subterfuge” on the part of the Har- 
bor Commission is merely one phase 
of the contentions that have been in 
progress for months past, and which 
has included action by public meet- 
ings urging the commission to hasten 
the development work on the outer 
harbor. 

In this connection a statement of 
the condition of the harbor bond 
funds at the beginning of this month 
will be of interest. 

CONDITION OF FUNDS. 


The 1913 harbor bond funds voted 
by the people by a very heavy ma- 
jority amounted to $2,500,000. Of this 
it was provided that $750,000 be ex- 
pended on the inner harbor, and 
$1,750,000 on the outer harbor. These 
bonds were sold and have not been 
entirely paid for yet by the purchas- 


ers. 

On March 1 the outer harbor bond 
fund stood: ; 

Paid in by bond purchasers, $1,608,- 
541.90: expended, $211,953.98; liabili- 
ties on outstanding contracts, orders, 
Ste., $644,391.27; leaving availavle 
funds for future work to the amount 
of $752,196.65. 

There is still to be paid in on the 
bonds, in purchase price and premium, 
$200,000, this amount including the 
balance unpaid on both inner and 
outer harbor bond issues. 

The statement on the inner harbor 
bond fund shows: 

Paid in by the purchasers, $6%9,- 
275.10: expended, $346,679.98; liabili- 
ties, $475,697.15; leaving an available 
balance for future work amounting 
to $266,997.97.

“Art movements” in Los Angeles 
are so many and multiform that even 
the reviewer on art sometimes finds 
it difficult to keep pace with them. 
They spring up in a night like mush- 
rooms—but they don't die in a day. 
On the contrary, they are healthy and 
natural upshoots of the artistic spirit 
that is becoming strong among us. 
and they keep cn growing to greater 
health. 

I had heard of the print-makers, 
of course, but I supposed they were 
a little band of beginners still pain- 
fully submerged by the difficulties of 
pulling presentable proofs from over- 
scratched and under-developed etchi 
plates. Behold, they have emerge 
smiling and triumphant, all difficulties 
forgotten or hidden—if, indeed, they 
ever experienced any!

Neither the fame of 
the philanthropist Peabody nor the 
industry of the farmer Peeverly can 
justify the coupling of their names 
with the pure music of this white- 
throated bird of the wilderness. 

The notes have in them something 
of the song of the stream and some- 
thing of the whisper of the trees. 
They are clear and true at all times. 
The song may lack the spiritual qual- 
ity of the notes of the bird's wilder- 
ness companion, the hermit thrush, 
but it is & happier song, as the white- 
throat seemingly is happier than its 
shy hermit friend, 

Some day one of the poets will wan- 
der into the wilderness and will hear 
the whitethroat sing, and then if the 
song doesn’t move responsive song the 
poet is no true singer. The white- 
throat i a confiding bird. It will 
come to the entrance of the camper’s 
hut and tell him in song of the wife 
and the household on the ground, or 
in the low brush, where the rasp- 
berries grow in the clearing.

Three-fifths of the Land Area of the 
Globe is Controlied by the Warring 
Nations. 


[Washington Star:] With the vir- 

t Portugal with the 
allies, three-fifths of the land area 
of the globe can now be marked red 
on the war maps. The total area of 
the land surface of the earth is 43.- 
574,646 square miles. Tue total area 
at war is 30,189,830 square miles. 
the same proportion 
holds for the population of the globe 
now at war. The most recent census 
Sgures of the various countries of the 
world make a total of 1,644,870,000 
people of whom the total now at war 
is 966,009,060. 

This represents a population prac- 
tically ten times that of the United 
States, and the land area involved is 
practically tem times the area of our 
country. 

Of course, the overwhelming pre- 
ponderance both in land and in popu- 
lation is on the side of the allies. The 
figures for these total 800,758,000 in 
population and 27,530,481" square 
miles in extent of territory involved. 
The cgsnbined population of Germany, 
Austta- Hungary, Turkey and their 
colgnies is 154,651,000 
2,649,349 square miles. 
Against this the of Great 
Britain alone waves over 435,572,000 
of population and 18,781,776 square 
miles of territory. But three-quar- 
ters of the British population is rep- 
resented by her Indiam subjects, and

R. MORRIS seems to have been pos- 
sessed of the laudable determination 
to give the moat capacious reader im- 
aginable all the variegated and enjoyable 
romance desired out of one novel of fair 
length. Toward that end, he hits upon the 
ingenious idea of having six beautiful, 
witty and charming girls, suddenly pushed 
from the lap. of luxury, cheerfully open an 
inn at a fashionable mountain summer re- 

sort. 

The seventh member of the Darling 
family is a brother, but he is of minor im- 
portance, since his picture failed to appear 
in the advertisements, and only bachelors 
are attracted to the unique hostelry where 
prices are “rather high”—and gladly paid. 
But the brother has his romance, too, and 
counting that of the divoreed mother, who 
being a princess by marriage, adds consid- 
erable romantic interest to the book, we 
have eight complete, different and inter- 
esting romantic threads to tie our interest 
hard and fast.

RED FLEECE. By Will Levingteon Comfort. 
George H. Doran Company, New York. 


NE OF these days—we have said this 

before—Will Levington Comfort will 

write a book that rises to the literary 
zenith. He has long been having difficulty 
in getting a balance—has been something of 
a shuttlecock between the gutter and the 
stars. 
) In “The Red Fleece“ his hand is steadier, 
the novel's construction more symmetrical, 
than in any previous book—but still it lacks 
a “something” that makes it drive—makes 
it a truly big book. 

Anyone who has followed Mr. Comtort's 
work knows that he is struggling vatiently, 
indomitably toward a literary ideal that 
few have ever had the courage to reach out 
for. His pen has a conscience. He seeks to 
infuse spirituality into rank realism; yet 
he could write red-biooded stories that in- 
stantly would de widely popular—(almost 
any one of his books is enough to convince 
the discriminating reader of this) but he 
has more of a purpose than to entertain.

HOSPITAL WORK 


_ IS NIGHTMARE. 


An American Nurse Describes 
Terrible Experience. 


Major Opérations Performed 
in the Open Wards. 


Conditions in Servia Almost 
Inconceivable. 
—-— 
P. FOREIGN cr RESPONDENCT. | 
LONDON, March 10.—A young 
American woman, w volunteered 
for service as a Red Cross nurse in 
Servia two months ago, has written 
letters to friends in London, urging 
them against following her example 
unless they are sure that their nerves 
and physique can stand the strain. 
“Many of the volunteer nurses collapse 


‘j}after a week or two,” she says, “and 


the strongest of us are quite certain 
that we shall have to give it up after 
two or three months, or else go mad. 

“Our hospital is not a large bulld- 
ing. but we have 1300 patients and 
have to inspect 500 fresh cases each 
day. The of the whole 
place ts so terrible that ma ſor opera- 
tions frequently have to be performed 
right in the wards with all the other 
patients around. 

“The hospital is close to the rail- 
way, and men sent from the battle- 
fields are brought in to be dressed 


fie Coast | before continuing their journeys to 


other towns. I call the dress-room 
the Hall of Pain. In it are 
Nine Tables of Agony, and there are 
benches all around on which sit the 
other men waiting to have their 
wounds dressed. 

“The hall throbs with cries, groans

“We have seen none of the glory of 
war—only the horror and suffering of 
the soldier, and the civil population, 
too.

“T asked a man nearly cured when 
he was going home. ‘I have no home,’ 
he answered, wearily. ‘My house was 
in Shabatz; the enemy has destroyed 
it; my wife and children are dead.’ 
Alter the name of the place for va- 
riety’s sake, and that is the answer 
you would get seven times out of ten. 
One can only be silent before such 
sorrow. 

“I have been up to Belgrade for 
three days to rest my nerves. It is a 
desolate city. Normally there are 
120,000 inhabitants; now there are 
about #000 returned. I worried the 
authorities until I permission to 
visit the Palace. enemy's guns 
had got the range of it very well.

BELIEF AT WASHINGTON. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 


ASHINGTON, March 27.-—The 
German commerce destroyer 
Pring Eitel Friedrich will be in- 
terned at Newport News by order of 
the Washingtor’ government within a 
few days, according to opinions ex- 
pressed here tonight in official quar- 
ters. No one in authority, however, 
would discuss the ship's status. 

There was a little doubt that a 
time limit for the making of repairs 
to the WBitel had been set by the 
government and that the limit is close 
to expiration. When the period grant- 
ed shall expire, Commander Thierich- 
ens of the Eitel will be formally 
notified that he must either put to 
den within twenty-four hours or his 
ship and crew will be interned dur- 
ing the war. 

The German captain could appeal 
for time to make further repairs, but 
this only would be granted, itt is 
thought, on a new and unexpected 
showing as to the unseaworthiness of 
his vessel. 

It appeared to be the general opin- 
jon that Commander Thiertchens 
would not ask that his ship be in- 
terned, but would wait out his time 
limit, and compel the government to 
act. Officials recalled the statement 
of Capt. Kiehne of the American ship 
William P. Frye,. gunk by the Eitel, 
who declared whén he reached shore 
from the cruiser that she would not 
put to sea again during the war. He 
refused to say on What he based his 
prediction; but officials believed his 
long association with the Fitel's of- 
ficers after the Frye was sunk, ll- 
fied him to speak with some authority. 

HORSE TRANSPORTS PLENTY. 

It was suggested to officials today 
that the presence of numerous British 
horse transport at Newport News 
might serve to delay the departure of 
the Fitel, should her commander de- 
termine to attempt a dash to sea past 
the patrol of warships said to be 


maintained by the allies off the har- be 


bor and beyond the three-mile limit. 
Under neutrality laws, no belligerent 
warships, such as the Eitel may leave 
port within twenty-four hours ter 
the departure of an enemy merchant 
eraft. By sailing in and out of the 
harbor at frequent intervals 
British merchant skippera could delay 
the Eiters dash if they so desired. It 
was thought, however, that no such 
maneuvers would be attempted, as the 
conviction was general that the Eitel 
would not put to sea and the allies 
were not desirous of delaying the time 
of her internment. 

With the ships released from the 
vigil off the Virginia capes, it is re- 
ported search will be made for the 
Pring Wilhelm, another German raia- 
er, of which nothing has been heard 
for many weeks. 

IOOK UP THE LAW. 


Secretary Daniels and Acting Secre- 
tary Breckenridge of the War Depart- 
ment conferred today regarding the 
measures to out neutrality laws 
in the case of the Fitel as laid down 
by the State Department. The neu- 
trallty department has advised with 
the officials of the treasury, which un- 
der law is responsible for the intern- 
ment of the Eitel if it should come 
to that or her departure from New- 
port News after notice. 

Mr. Breckenridge sald no orders 
had been given to the post com- 
manders, and asserted. that 3 
case of a naval battle within the 
three-mile limit, should the Eitel 
make the dash, there would be no fir- 
ing from the forte without express 
orders from Washington. 

Prince Hatsfeldt, counsel for the 
German Embassy. visited the State 
Department tcday to ask if all those 
aboard the Prince Eitel, except the 
crew, had removed.

WARSAW, Feb. 14.—The city of 
Warsaw, which is nearer to the actual 
fighting sone than any other city of 
its size in Europe, and which has 
lived for months un the continued 
menace of German pation, wears 
the astonishing aspect of a disinter- 
ested observer, for whom the for- 
tunes of war have but a casual in- 
terest. This is the capital of the 
country Whose sons, almost equally 
divided, are fighting half on the Rus- 
— and half on the Austro- German 

0. 

Warsaw is within thirty miles cf 
that flerce, persistent and apparently 
untiring German offensive 
which a large part of the entire Rus- 
sian army has n „ and is 
subject to all the tills which follow 
in the wake of battle, such as dearth 
of provisions and fuel, congestion and 
disease. The best farms and estates 
of Poland have been turned into vast 
burial grounds, her people are home- 
less and starving, and every day 
seems to darken the prospect of that 
regeneration of the Polish people in- 
to an independent nation, which is the 


he] dream of every Pole, whether he is 


a Russian, a German or an Austrian 
subject. From the accumulated filth 
of the trenches, from the thousands 
ef shallow graves where Russian, Ger- 
man and Polish soldiers have been 
hastily buried, cholera, typhus and 
typhoid are said to be spreading, and 
in the opinion of military doctors, 
when the softening of the ground and 
melting of the streams begin in early 
spring, will run like fire 
through Poland. 

Over a hundred thousand refugees, 
who have thrown themselves upon the 
mercy of the varicus committees of 
Polish relief tn reaw, have brought 
into the city five Known cases of chol- 
era. The cases have been promptly 
isolated, and all who have been sub- 
jected to the contagion have been de. 
ported into the country. Warsaw is at 
present suffering from a dearth of 
coal, since the supply from Southern 
Peland in the Chenstokovau region 
been cut off by the German in- 
vasion. 

One, then, is entitied to a feeling 
of amazement at the undiminished 
spirits and the apparently normal life 
which exist in this city, which, one 
reasons, ought to be trembling on the 
verge of catastrophe. The streets are 
gay with laughter and song, the cafes 
are filled until late at night. and the 
opera and ballet are playing to .full 
houses. Tt is curfous, indeed, to see 
these audiences giving way to the 
imaginary troubles of the actcrs on 
the stage, while rl trouble awaits 
them bevond the door of the theater. 
On the former German advance up- 
on Wareaw, which approached within 
seven miles of the city. one theater 
continued fits performance without m. 
terruption, while the booming of the 
enemy's «una could de distinctly 
heard over the voices of the actors.

One might almost think that it was a 
sporting event of the season, which it 
had become fashionable to attend. 
Meanwhile the wounded are brought 
back from the trenches, and a con- 
tinuous line of soldiers, infantry, 
mounted infantry. cavalry and icng 
provision trains file through the city 
to take their place in the fring line. 
But the endless activity, the countless 
episodes, any one of which would, in 
ordinary times, provoke anxiety and 
alarm, seem only to act as a setimu- 
lant upon the overwrought nerves of 
this remarkable capital One soon 
learns that the nervcus laughter which 
one hears everywhere in Wareaw is 
not far from a sob, and the apparent

Britain Has Virtually Controlled the 
Country Since Its Army Suppressed 
the Revolt of Arabi Pasha. 
{Providence Journal:] Turkey,

financed byeGermany. can hardly be ex- 
pected to give up the suzerainty of 
Egypt without a struggle. It is not 
likely, however, that it will ever re- 
cover its authority over the land of 
the Pharaohs. 

The interference of the Western 
powers in the affairs of Egypt began 
about forty years ago during the dis- 
astrous Khedivate of Ismail, which 
placed Egyptain finances under a 
hopeless load of debt. A dual con- 
trol by France and Great Britain 
of its finances was set up. and, later, 
the Sultan, at the instance of these 
powers, deposed Ismail. , 

In 1881 came the revolt of Arab 
Pasha, and the massacre of Europeans 
in Alexandria by the rebels. France. 
doubtless in fear of Germany, hesitated 
to interfere, but Great Britain ordered 
the bombardment of the Alexandria 
forts, and the rebellion was suppress- 
ed by British rtoops under Sir Garnet 
Wolseley. 

Since the suppression of that re- 
volt Great Britain virtually con- 
trolled Egypt. In 04 France, by 
formal agreement, recognized the pre- 
dominance of Great Britain in Egypt 
and undertook to place no obstruc- 
tion in the path of British rule. 


Benefit of Yawning. 

{London Chronicle:] Dr. Naegeli, 
professor of medicine at Liege Uni- 
versity, commends the practice of 
yawning, which appears to annoy Lord 
Charles Beresford so profoundly. A 
good yawn, the Belgian professor 
maintains, is excellent for the lungs 
and for all the breathing organs; but 
there is an art in yawning just the 
same as there is an art in breathing.

One Summit Hundred Feet Higher 
than Pike's. 

{Washington Star:] A group of the 
lofty peaks of America are re nted 
in the newly-created Rocky Mountain 
National Park, the latest land among 
the clouds to be taken under the pro- 
— of ig — of the American 

overnmen ong these peaks are 
Lone Peak, Hague Peak and Arap- 
ahoe Peak. Long’s Peak is the con- 
tral point of the new park. It is per- 
haps the peak worthiest of great fame 
in the Rocky Mountains, though, of 
course, it is Pike's Peak that is most 
frequently on men's lips when the tow- 
ering — of the Rockies are spo- 

n of. 

Long's Peak is just about 190 feet 
higher than Pike's, and from sea level 
it reacheg 14,271 feet toward the sky, 
and is approximately fifty miles north 
of Denver. Lieut. Pike, whose name 
was given to the most celebrated point 
of the Rockies, gave to the peak now 
called Long’s Peak the name of Great 
Peak. That was back in 1806. In 
1820 a United States exploring expedi- 
tion under command of Col. 8. H. 
Long determined a great variety of

are hundreds of horses and thousands 
of cattle which never take a drink of 
water through the whole course of 
their lives. 

On all the islands the upper alti- 
tudes of the mountains are given up 
to cattle ranges. The cattle run wild 
from the time they are born until 
they are rounded up to be sent to the 
slaughter-house. Except during pos- 
sibly two or three months of the rainy 
season there are no streams or pools 
of water in any part where the cattle 
range. 

But everywhere there grows a re- 
cumbent, jointed grass, known by the 
native name of maninia. This is both 
food and drink, says a recent traveler. 
Horses and cattle grasing on it neither 
require water, nor will they drink it 
when offered. 

Our first experience with this fact 
was on a trip to Heleakala. A party 
were mounted on horses, which had 
just been brought in from the range. 
The journey they made was fourteen 
Miles, in which distance they 4a- 
cended 9000 feet. The party started 
in the afternoon, and at sunset halted 
for supper. They thought it strange 
that the horses should leave a feed of 
grain to nibble the scanty grass which 
grew near-by, but were willing to 
trust their instinct in the matter. 

However, before starting they in- 
sisted that they be given water. The 
native guide demurred, saying that 
they didn’t need it, but with the good- 
natured compliance of his race, yielded 
to requests, and led a detour of about 
a mile, which brought the party to a 
ranch house where there was a well. 
But to the utter amazement of the 
travelers the horses would not drink.

frained from drinking it themselves.

TO DETECT POTIONS. 

An English Chemist has Found « 

Way to Use the Quartz-lensed Spe- 

troscope to Locate Drugs. 

{Detroit Tribune:] po- 
lice officials and physicians are in- 
tensely interested in the new discov- 
ery of J. J. Dobbie, F. R. K., the prin- 
cipal chemist of the English govern- 
ment laboratories at London, who has 
concentrated public attention wpon 
the great value of the spectroscope 
as a means of detecting poisons such 
as strychnine, cocaine, morphine and 
similar dangerous drugs. 

By throwing the wltra-violet part 
of the spectrum from such a sources 
of light as ie obtainable from spark- 
ing such a metal as iron, through the 
lenses of a quarts epectroscope. the 
lines of these drugs can be distinet- 
ly located. Hach drug, tt has been 
found, produces a characteristic kind 
of lines. 

Hereafter when a person dies un- 
der circumstances suspicious of pol- 
son, the mixture of his or her stom- 
ach contents or other tiesues will be 
taken to a physical laboratory and 
exposed to the quartz-lensed pee 
troscope with a sparking light from 
iron. If any of these fatal poisons 
are present their characteristic lines 
will show in the ultra-violet part of 
the spectrum and the exact cause of 
death will be revealed. 4 quarts- 
lensed spectroscope is used instead of 
glass, because glass cuts out the ul- 
tra-violet rays.

The European war has not stopped 
the increase in California's output 
of cashinghead gasoline. Figures on 
the present daily average yield, show 
& total of nearly 27,000 gallons a day, 
& gain of over 4000 gallons in the 


past six or seven months. 


Two new plants have been added 
since last summer, namely the Mid- 
day Gasoline Company at Taft, and 
the Rancho La Breas in the Salt 
Lake field. These, with enlargements 
at the older compressors, have been 
Principally responsible for the in- 
‘“rease in production. In fact, the 
output of some of the other plants 


has dropped. 


Adiitions at present being made to 
the plants include the installation of 
another engine on the Union Oll's 
Santa Maria plant, which will in- 
creage its capacity 1500 gallons daily. 
The Purity Gasoline Company in the 
Same field is installing machinery to 
increase ite capacity 300 gallons 
dally. The Union is also construct- 
ing a new plant in Olinda field. The 
Rice Ranch Company has enlarged 
ita capacity within the past few 


months.

The maps not only show the oll 
fields of the State in detail, but also 
the characteristic geologic formations 
in various sections, as well as cross- 
sections of strata, and also a general 
view of the pipe lines and oi] dis- 
triets. 

In the geological maps different 
colors are used to indicate the forma- 
tions in the various districts. 

There is a detailed description of 
the geologic record of the State. by 
John Perrin Smith of Stanford Uni 
versity, on the cover. 

An interesting feature is the pic- 
tures of the fossils.

The artificial aeration of water was 
invented by Joseph Priestley, who 
wrote, in 1772, an account of the 
methods he had recently discovered. 
For the sake of convenience, aerated 
and mineral waters may be divided 
into two main groups, table waters 
and medical waters, and the table 
waters may be subdivided into two 
Classes, artificial and natural. 

The chief variety of artificial 
aerated water is plain water charged 
with carbonic acid gas, and ordinary 
water so impregnated is commonly 
known as soda water, even though no 
soda is present in it. The most suit- 
able water for this purpose is ob- 
tained from artesian wells, which are 
usually of great purity, or from 
springs of known purity. There are 
waters to which various salte have 
been added, and these are soda water.

CHILDREN, NOT CATS, NEED CARE. 


Judge Porterfield, Wye Originated the Pian for Payment of Money 
Toward the Support of Bread-Earning Widows With Children, Says 
States Should Be Careful Not to Encourage Sloth or Pauperism. 


Bo far. eighteen States have ac- 
pted Edward Everett Porter- 
field's idea that poor women of a 
certain kind, having children, should 
be helped with money out of the 
public treasury. In his opinion, how- 
ever, some of the States have acted 
unwisely in this respect. They have 
put trimmings on the original idea 
to ite detriment and the injury of 
those who receive assibtance. 


K 2 CITY (Mo.) March 18.— 


to use a phrase coined by the pro- 
uplifters, sitting in the 
Juveniie Court of Jackson county, 
Missourt, which is another way of 
saying Kansas City, saw a ragged and 
frightened procession of little boys 
and girls come in from the streets 
and vanish by his orders into public 
institutions. 

Here beran his thought that 80- 
Glety, the taxpayers in other words, 
owed euch children protection and 
training. There are pounds even for 
homeless dogs and cats. And then 
society, protecting itself against dis- 
eases, should protect itgelf against 
moral delinquents, against the mak- 
ing, by default in action, of thieves 
and vagabonds of both sexes. 

At last the essence of his philosophy 
was put into four sentences. “From 
morning until night,” he said, “the 
children of mothers compelled to 
work away from home are adrift 
without parental supervision or di- 
rection. They soon fall into bad com- 
pany and bed habits. . 

“They find the picture show more 
attractive than school and they be- 
come truants. To get to the nickel 
show, they beg on the streets or steal 
the nickel.“ 

So, in time, came a law, the first 
of ite kind in the United States, 
granting allowances in Jackson coun- 
ty to widows and to the wives of Mis- 
uri convicts and of men confined 
in Missouri! ineane asylums. But the 
women must have children and be 
bread -earners. 

SOME OF THE JUDGES SAYINGS. 

“A child.” Judge Porterfield says, 
“should never be taken away from a 
good mother.’ 

“If the poverty of a mother forces 

to neglect her child, the poverty 
ould be removed and not the child,” 
ie another of his sayings. | 

“IT don't believe.” he will tell you, 
“In alms, but in reconstruct- 
ina the family, im getting a broken- 
down fami'y again on its feet.” 

“A good mother,” he declares, “can 
‘rear her child better than can the 
best of institutions.” 

After practicing his profession for 
twenty-one years in Kansas City, hav- 
ing come here from Martinsburg, W. 
Va. where he was born, Judge Porter- 
field went on the bench in 1907. He 
has been judge of the Juvenile Court 
for six vears, though he also acts in 
civil cases. The celebrated Swope 
murder case was tried in his court. 
He is a dark-complexioned, dark-eyed 
and dark-haired man and is full of 
sympathy and alive with energy. 

“Hundreds of children come before 
me every year,” he said, in telling the 
history of the law which he inspired 
and which is being used as a model 
in all parts of the country. “Many 
mothers. I learned, were widows or 
the wives of men confined in prisons 
and tneane asylums. They couldn't 
support their children unless they 
went away frm home to work. The 
children. left all day alone, ran the 
streets in many instances and for 
one cause or another were brought 
into court. 

“Unfortunate men and women, 
@runkards and other human wrecks, 
were being rebuilt into decent and 
self-respecting citizens by various 
agencies and I thought that some con- 
structive work was needed with un- 
fortunate and 


bad before extending a helping hand? 
As a matter of humanity, the child 
should be taught and cared fer. As 
matter of public policy. the child 
should learn to be self-supporting and 
te conduct himself so as to be re- 
spected in the community. 
PATHETIC SCENES IN COURT. 
“IJ suppose that 200 children of 
widows came in the Juvenile Court 
yearly. They vere charged with all 
sorts of large and smal! delinquencies. 
The boys were worse than the giris 
and there were more of them. Girls 
Gon't break into houses, don't loaf 
around saloons, don’t commit as- 
gaults, don't hop on railroad trains,

Such boys. we too often for- 
get, grow up and become men. Then 
the State must apend money to put 
them in jail and keep them there. 

“Of course, the widowed mothers 
appeared in court to explain why their 
children ran away from school and 
roamed the streets and alleys at will. 
They were poor, they said, and had to 
leave their families every morning to 
do washing and other work. Their 
faces were sad, their hands were 
trembling and the backs & a good 
many of them were bent. They loved 
their children and it almost broke 
their hearts to give them up. 

“Also there were women whose hus- 
bands were in prison and a few whose 
husbands,-once hard-working men, 
were in insane asylums. They all said 
that it was desperately hard work to 
feed, clothe and house their families 
and be mothers to their children be- 
sides. The Juvenile Court is a place 
of sorrows at times, and most of the 
time, I might remark. Great trage- 
dies are there reveated—not great as 
the world would look on them, per- 
haps, but great to the poor human be- 
ings concerned. 

“It distressed me to break up a 
home, but in the interest of the child 
and in the interest of good citizen- 
ship the child often had to be taken 
away from its mother, and, in almost 
every case. a good mother, and sent 
to an inetitution organized for the 
care of children. This I had to do, 
though I believed that a child brought 
up in an institution is more or less a 

machine. 
RIGHTS OF EVERY CHILD. 

“As my experiences multiplied, I 
came to the opinion that every/ child, 
no matter how poor, is rightfully en- 
titled to the care, control, Wisripline 
and training of ite mother, it the 
mother is capable of such respons!bill- 
ties. The best citizen, as we all know,

and given the best of training, but 
the arrangement, I saw, could be only 
temporary, Gradually the thought 
took form in my mind of allowing 
worthy mothers a certain sum each 
week for the partial support of their 
families. My idea was to keep moth- 
ers and their children together with 
the help of money out of the public 
treasury. 

“Pension, in some connections, is 
an offensive and debilitating word. I 
have never used it in discussing the 
duty society owes to poor mothers 
and their children. I tell the women 
who apply to me for assistance that 
the law allows them a certain sum 
and that they must not look on it as 
charity, but as a right conferred on 
them by the statute. 

“Pension laws for parents have 
been passed in eighteen States since 
our own law went on the hooks, and 
some of them open the door to all 
kinds of frauds. While I practiced 
law men often told me that they 
would run away and leave their wives 
were it not for their children. I do 
not believe in giving allowances to 
women who have husbands, unless 
the husbands are convicts or are in- 


sane. 

PROBLEMS FOR THE FUTURE. 

“A great many men would desert 
their families if they knew that their 
families would get a pension or an 
allowance after they were gone. Men 
who do clear out should be hunted 
down and brought back and made to 
work, Likewise, men in prison should 
be paid something and the money ap- 
plied to the support of their fam- 
ilies. These are matters which will be 
taken up, I think, by all States and 
communities before long. 
. “Well, after I reached the convic- 
tion that the State ought to assist 
mothers to support and keep their 
children together, I wrote a bill for 
introduction in the Legislature. Op- 
position to the idea developed, how- 
ever, especially in St. Louis among 
social workers, and I changed the bi 
so as to have it pony only to Jack- 
son county, which, of course, means 

City. The bill was hastily pre- 
pared but I wouldn't change ft now 
in any particular but one, if I had 
the opportunity. The law, passed in 
April, 1911, limits the sum to be paid 
out annually to $12,009. I would in- 
crease the amount. Otherwise, the 
law is satisfactory. 

“There was no such law on the 
statute book of any State at the time. 
We were without precedents for a 
guide. The scheme of helping moth- 
ers Was an experiment, therefore, and 
was condemned in some quarters as 
being socialistic, visionary and Iinjuri- 


lous. Indeed, a bill similar to our law, 


when introduced in the Colorado Leg- 
islature, was called ‘freak legisla- 
tion’ and thrown aside. 

“I will say right here that no law 
of Missouri is giving greater satisfac- 
tion in Kansas City or is doing more 
good than the one granting allow- 
ances to widows. It is the most ad- 
vanced legislation of its kind since 
the enactment of the first uvenile 
court law in this country by Tili- 
nols Legislature in the year of 1899. 

MOTHERS MUST WORK. 


“The allowances we make in Jack- 
son county are, as I said, for the par- 
tial support of women whose hus- 
bands are dead or in prison or in in- 
sane asylums, when such women are 
poor and are the mothers of children 
under the age of 14. It would be an 
unwise, if not a vicious, law that 
would fully provide for a family, be- 
cause it would tmpoverish them and 
tend to impoverish the community. 

“We expect and require the mother 
to earn all she can at home by wash- 
ing, sewing, baking bread for her 
neighbors and doing odd jobs for 
mercantile houses. One widow is 
teaching music. The larger children 
do chores and if there are any above 
the school age, which is 14 years, 
they must help keep the family. 

“No allowance can exceed 110 a 
month to a mother having one child 
under the age of 14, and can be no 
greater than $5 a month for each ad- 
ditional child who is under that age. 
The principal conditions upon which 
an allowance is made are, first, when 
in the absence of the allowance the 
mother would be required to work 
away from her home and children 
for her own and their support; sec- 
ond, when the allowance is necessary 
to save the children from neglect, and 
third, when the mother, in the judg- 


ment of the Juvenile Court, is a 


proper person morally, mentally and 
physically for the up of her 


children. 


“These facts are determined by a 
probation officer, who undertakes a 


thorough examination of the ap- 


plicant. In this work he is helped 
by the officers and records of the 
Provident Association and the Board 
of Pyblic Welfare. A painstaking 


follow-up investigation is made after 
every allowance is ordered and is re- 


peated each month until the allow- 


ance is set aside by the court. 
THE MOTHER, TOO, IS WATCHED. 


“We learn if the mother is staying 


at home with her children, if she is 
keeping them clean, if she is keeping 
her house in order, if she is keeping 
her children in school and if in every 


way she is doing her full duty by 
them.
